Westinghouse inspector, manufacturer of the electrical transformer that blew out, checks for abnormal damages 
the structure. A bird was blamed for the electrical outage that struct Heber Valley residents on Tuesday after- 
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MIDWAY—Heber Light and 
Power crews responded im- 


mediately to an emergency situa- 


tion as power to the entire valley 
was cut-off for an hour and 15 
minutes on Tuesday afternoon. 

Ray Farrell, Manager for Heber 
Light, explained that the problem 
occured in a transformer in the 
Heber Valley Special Service 
District transformer, which blew 
out all the fuses in the Midway 
Switch rack. 

Apparently, according to Far- 
rell, a bird flew through the main 
5000 kva sub-station transformer 
in Midway. The transformer arch- 
ed through the bird, and kept ar- 
| ching, which burned out the 
Westinghouse transformer, caus- 
ing the outage. 


“If it hadn’t been for the back- 
up systems that the company has 
built-in, the power might still be 
off,” stated Farrell. It was explain- 
ed that the HVSSD is running off 


of power from another 
transformer, being switched 
through. 


It took the crews only twenty 
minutes to locate the exact pro- 
blem, despite the fact that the 
Main fuses wére ruined. Power 
was later shut off for another 15 
minutes as a faulty fuse was replac- 
ed. 

The damages to the transformer 
have been estimated at $45,000 
with $11,000 damage to a switch 
station. 

Westinghouse inspectors came 
to Heber City or Wednesday mor- 


ning, and proposed that the 
transform could be repaired for a 
savings to the company. The swit- 
ches that were damaged were com- 
pletely ruined however. 

“It’s nice that the company is 
organized and equipped so that it 
could handle an accident like this, 
with-as little as possible delay,” 
said Farrell. : 

The rate payer will not be af- 
fected with increases in their mon- 
thly billing, since the Power Com- 
pany has a contigency fund that is 
set up to take care of such 
emergencies. Ar 

Farrell explained that this was 
just one of those things that hap- 
pen. It wasn’t due to faulty equip- 
ment or lack of maintenance, but a 
strange coincidence of events.
